EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

MINUTES 

Cumberland  Gap,  TN  -  September  26,  2004 


President  Walter  Fletcher  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:00  PM,  Friday, 
September  26,  2003.  In  attendance  were  W.  C.  Stump,  Secretary  and  Interim 
Editor,  Crawford  Blakeman,  Sr.,  Treasurer,  and  Vice-Presidents  Jim  Singleton, 
Harold  Snodgress,  and  John  J.  Podgurski. 

The  minutes  of  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  W.  C. 
Stump.  A  motion  to  accept  the  minutes  as  read  was  made  by  Jim  Singleton, 
seconded  by  Harold  Snodgress  and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Crawford  Brakeman  presented  the  Treasurer’s  report  with  written  copies  made 
available  to  all  in  attendance.  A  balance  of  $8,418.64  was  in  the  bank  as  of  9-16, 
2003  with  all  bills  paid  as  of  that  date.  A  motion  to  accept  the  Treasurer’s  Report  as 
presented  was  made  by  W.  C.  Stump,  seconded  by  Harold  Snodgress  and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

John  Podgurski  advised  that  due  to  personal  problems  he  had  not  been  able  to  work 
on  the  Scatter  Tag  Book.  He  also  advised  that  he  had  explored  the  possibility  of 
updating  or  producing  an  addendum  to  the  existing  Exploder  Book.  Due  to  the 
book  being  under  copyright,  and  after  much  discussion  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  no  action  was  taken. 

W.  C.  Stump  reported  that  three  dozens  caps  had  been  ordered  for  the  meeting,  but 
the  producer  had  a  break  down  of  his  machines.  They  will  be  made  and  advertised 
in  Scrip  Talk  when  completed. 

Harold  Snodgress  advised  that  he  tentatively  made  plans  for  the  Spring  Meeting, 
2004,  to  be  held  at  Bluefield  at  the  Ramada  Inn.  The  date  set  is  to  be  May  7-8, 
2004.  The  Members  rooms  will  cost  $55.00  for  a  double  and  has  a  block  of  twenty 
rooms  on  hold.  A  cut  off  date  of  April  21st  to  reserve  rooms  will  be  in  effect.  Two 
meeting  rooms  will  cost  the  Association  $100.00.  A  motion  to  authorize  for 
contracts  to  be  signed  and  Harold  Snodgress  the  host  for  the  spring  meeting  was 
made  by  W.  C.  Stump,  seconded  by  John  Podgerski  and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

A  motion  was  made  by  W.  C.  Stump  to  produce  an  updated  price  list  for  all 
Association  books  and  publish  in  Scrip  Talk,  seconded  by  Crawford  Blakeman  and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

A  motion  made  by  Jim  Singleton  give  as  door  prizes  for  this  show  two  books  each  of 
the  Lumber  Book,  the  Dodrill  Book,  the  Exploder  Book,  Edkins  Volume  One  and 
Two,  seconded  by  John  Podgurski,  and  motion  carried  unanimously. 


No  further  business  to  be  enacted  a  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  W.  C.  Stump, 
seconded  by  Jim  Singleton  and  motion  carried  unanimously.
